(The  Roman  Catholic  Church 
considers  all  persons  who  are 
baptised,  including  Infants,  to 
be  church  members.  Moot  Pro¬ 
testant  church  bodies  count 
only  those  young  people  and 
adults  who  have  attained  full 
membership,  all  but  a  small 
minority  of  these  being  over 
13  years  of  age.  The  two  nujor 
exceptions  are  the  Lutheran 
bodies  and  the  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  which  now  report 
all  baptised  persons.) 

The  figures  are  based  on  of- 
ficial  reports  provided  by  256 
religious  bodies  of  the  287  list¬ 
ed  in  the  Yearbook.  The  one 
notable  body  not  reporting  was 
the  Church  of  Christ,  Scientist 
A  regulation  of  this  Church  for¬ 
bids  “the  numbering  of  people 
and  reporting  such  statlstica  for 
publication.”

FOREIGN  MISSION  BOARD 
REPORTS  TO  THE  PEOPLE 


Near  East  Crisis  Is  Challenge 
To  Missions,  Says  Dr.  Cauthen 


after  furlough  in  the  States. 
‘  They  will  probably  be  there  by 
the  time  these  lines  are  read. 

"In  Jordan,  Southern  Baptists 
extend  their  ministries  through 
a  hospital,  a  school,  and  a 
church  located  in  Ajloun  and 
through  work  projected  to  other 
centers. 

“The  presence  of  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  refugees  in  Jordan  pre¬ 
sents  to  the  Government  a  con¬ 
tinual  probl^.  It  is  to  these 
refugees  thal  fanatic  appeals 
are  made  from  time  to  time 
for  violent  action.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Jordan  la  led  by  a  cour¬ 
ageous  young  king  who  has  the 
loyalty  of  his  army. 

“A  visit  to  the  Near  East 
strongly  impresses  one  that  the 
sending  of  American  troops  to 
Lebanon  and  British  troops  to 
Jordan  represents  wise  action. 

presence  of  these  forces 
gives  stability  to  the  countries 
and  prevents  the  forces  of  vio¬ 
lence  from  taking  control. 

“The  missionaries  in  Jordan 
are  continuing  in  their  respon¬ 
sibilities  with  calmness  and 
courage.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  L.  Au¬ 
gust  Lovegren  are  on  ther  way 
back  to  Jordan  to  join  their 
fellow  missionaries. 

"I  flew  from  Beirut  to  Gaza, 
where  I  had  a  conference  with 
missionaries  of  our  Board  who 
arc  carrying  on  medical  and 
evangelistic  work  in  that  city. 
The  significance  of  their  service 
can  hardly  be  overstated.  There 
is  no  other  Christian  witness 
being  carried  on  In  the  Gaza 
Strip. 

“In  Gaza,  as  in  the  other 
places  I  visited,  the  chief  re¬ 
quest  of  the  missionaries  is  for 
more  reinforcement  in  prayer 
and  in  personnel 

“In  Israel,  there  is  an  aware¬ 
ness  of  the  great  hostility  among 
Arab  nations  against  this  10- 
year  K>ld  country.  An  air  of  quiet 
prevails  through  this  nation, 
characterizing  a  deep  sense  of 
determination. 

”I  have  come  away  from  the 
Near  East  more  deeply  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  urgency  of  In¬ 
creasing  our  Christian  witness 
in  that  part  of  the  world  as 
rapidly  as  resources  can  be 
made  available  and  missionary 
volunteers  are  ready.  We  will 
move  into  every  country  of  the 
Middle  East  into  which  entry 
can  be  obtained.  The  time  must 
come  when  there  wUl  be  a  chain 
of  Baptist  witness  across  the 
Middle  East  linking  up  with 
Baptist  work  in  East  Pakistan. 

“We  have  never  faced  a  great¬ 
er  challenge  to  faith  and  prayer 
than  is  now  presented  by  the 
Middle  East  Barriers  to  the 
gospel  are  tremendous.  Hatreds 
•re  deep  and  serious.  There  are 
explosive  possibilities  on  every 
hand.  Work  must-  be  pi-oject-

They 
know  that  any  decisions  to  stay 
Of  to  leave  will  have  the  fullest 
support 

“Mrs.  John  W.  Turner  and 
her  children  returned  to  the 
States  some  days  ago.  Mr.  Tur¬ 
ner  has  remained  in  Beirut 
where  he  is  doing  a  remarkable 
Job  In  mission  service.  The  re¬ 
turn  of  his  family  was  necessita¬ 
ted  by  a  recent  experience  of 
Illness  which  made  it  seem  ad¬ 
visable  that  they  not  continue 
longer  In  a  tense  situation. 

“The  city  of  Beirut  was  quiet 
while  I  was  there;  and,  in  gen¬ 
eral,  the  aituation  seems  to  be 
Improved.

A  great  be|;inning  in  the  pro¬ 
gram  can  be  made  now  if  our 
churches  give  liberally  to  the 
special  State  Missions  Offering, 
which  is  being  taken  this  month. 
Every  dollar  of  the  offering 
above  KSO.OOO,  will  go  into  a 
special  fund  for  the  purchase 
of  sites  for  new  missions  and 
churches. 

Experience  has  taught  us  that 
the  local  association  and  chur¬ 
ches  are  often  unable  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  site,  but  if  that  is  pro¬ 
vided,  they  can  start  the  work. 
State  missions  has  provided 
numerous  sites  where  new  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  buildings  now  stand. 
It  is  hoped  that  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  will  respond  so  liberally  to 
this  year’s  State  Mission  Offer¬ 
ing  that  there  will  be  many 
thousands  of  dollars  available 
for  this  site  fund.

Mississippi  has  more  church¬ 
es  per  capita  than  almost  any 
other  state  in  the  nation,  and 
Southern  Baptists  are  by  far  the 
strongest  denominational  group, 
so  the  fact  that  there  is  a  need 
now  for  so  many  churches  and 
missions,  is  amazing  to  all  of  us. 

The  places  where  the  church¬ 
es  and  missions  are  needed  are 
scattered  all  over  the  state.  The 
survey  reveals  that  12  new 
churches  are  needed  in  cities 
above  50,000;  9  in  cities  10,000 
to  50,000;  23  in  cities  ot  2,500 
to  10,000;  13  in  villages  and 
small  towns  and  48  in  open 
country  areas.  'These  figures  are 
from  66  of  the  associations,  and 
(io.not  Include  the  number  of 
missions  needed.  They,  too,  are 
scattered  over  the  state 

This  summary  does  not  in¬ 
clude  the  need  for  new  negro 
churches.

According  to  a  survey  just  released  this  week  (and  reported 
on  page  1  of  this  issue  of  The  Baptlsl  Reeerdi  last  year  we  slip¬ 
ped  back  one  notch  and  our  church  membership  totaled  only  81 
per  cent  for  1987.

Of  88  religious  bodies  now  at  work  in  Mlaslsalppi  among 
white  people  Southern  Baptiste  have  81J  per  cent  of  the  total 
church  membership,  Methoftlste  28.2  per  cent,  Roman  Cstbollca 
7.8  per  cent,  Presbyterians  4B  per  cent.

Disciples  IJ  per  cent,  with  others  leas  than  one  pei  cent 
In  spite  of  being  in  a  -ellglous-mlnded.  church-going  sttte 
right  in  the  middle  of  the  Bible  Belt  there  are  thousands  of  lost 
people  in  these  82  counties.  There  are  multiplied  thousands  more 
whose  church  membership  is  nominal,  to  say  the  least — and  they 
must  be  reached,  too.
